meaning. Hitherto the term national education has been 


from the burden of foreign 
policy. Henceforth that 
portion of the labours of 
our statesmen and our 
legislators is to be reduced 
to the minimum, and all 
the excellent talent which 
has been expended on the 
elaborate and more or less 
skilful conduct of that de- 
partment of the State is to 
lie fallow. Only in those 
undefined extremities in 
which the interest and the 
honour of this country are 
distinctly involved are we 
as a people, through the 
medium of our Executive, 
to make or meddle in the 
affairs of the outer world, 
As a rule, the cases of ex- 
ception being temporary 
and abnormal, our colonies 
are taking great pains that 
their affairs shall impose 
no special trouble upon the 
active agency or agitate the 
mind of the parent State. 
The doctrine of charity 
beginning, and by a not 
infrequent if not inevit- 
able consequence ending, 
at home, is declared to be 
extended in all its strictness 
to the conduct of the af- 
fairs of this nation, Our 
own immediate and mate. 
rial concerns are to be our 
sole consideration, and not 
an idea is to be cherished 
which does not distinctly 
embody the principle of the 
direct good and advantage 
of the body politic. The ro- 
mance of statesmanship is 
to cease and determine, If 
the acceptation of this 
theory is complete, its lo- 
gical result is laid down to 
be a concentration of all the 
energies of the people and 
their rulers in the perfec- 
tion of our social system, as 
implied in the rectangular 
adjustment of political 
rights, the rigid amend- 
ment of our laws, the de- 
velopment of sanitary im- 
provement, and the exten- 
sion of education in its 
widest sense. In short, to 
carry out the programme 
and to cause the dissolution, 
from mere want of fields of 
action, of the Society forthe 
Promotion of Social Science. 

Pending the advent of 
this national millennium, 
and = apart from the 
abstract utterings of its 
prophets, it is happily the 
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applicable to one part of 
the subject only; but its 
intent has now been greatly 
magnified, and the question 
has entered into a new 
phase. The real principles, 
and the adaptation in its 
integrity of the education

and what has been done 
and is doing under Govern- 
ment administration is 
only half accepted as a 
necessity which, somehow 
or the other, has not 
been met by  sponta- 
neous remedies, The 
groundwork of the system 
which is called—for want 
of a better name, inasmuch, 
at least, as it overstates 
two thirds of its reality— 
national education, is its 
subjection to voluntary ef- 
forts in affording instruc- 
tion to a large body of the 
people. In its origin and 
object it was intended to 
apply, and in the main does 
apply, only to one class, 
Whatever may be the dif- 
ferences of opinion as to 
the details of its working ;

WHENEVER the story of David 
Roberts's life shall be written, it 
will be found to have great and 
varied interest, in addition to that 
which attaches to his works. The 
artist himself has left many jour- 
nals and diaries of his eventful 
life and extensive travels; and 
these invaluable materials for the 
biographer are said to abound with 
personal anecdotes of adventures 
and of the many distinguished per- 
sons whom he met.

It was 
not long before, through the 
medium of engravings and owing 
to their foreign subjects, the 
sketches of Roberts extended his 
reputation, beyond England, to the 
Continent. One of the most elo- 
quent passages ever written by 

hackeray was penned in praise of 
Roberts’ sketches. When, how- 
ever, the scene-painter sets him- 
self to produce finished pictures in 
oil which are to be leisurely and 
critically examined under wholly 
new conditions, we may naturally 
expect to find some superficiality 
and license of various kinds; yet, 
whatever we may think of some 
later works, nothing of the kind is 
to be found in Roberts's earlier 
pictures—as, for example, those in 
the Sheepshanks Collection. We 
do not know the precise time when 
the artist finally laid aside the 
pound-brush, the whitewash-pail, 
and kettle of hot size. Though 
his name appears in the Royal 
Academy catalogue as early as 
1826, he did not regularly contri- 
bute till several years later. Like 
Stanfield, Roberts was for some 
years a member of the Society of 
British Artists, and ultimately he 
became vice-president. His first 
celebrated picture was “The De- 
yarture of the Israelites from 
igypt,” engraved by Quilley, a 
direct competition with the style of 
John Martin. During some ten 
years from 1827 great part of his 
time was occupied travelling in 
France, the Netherlands, Germany, 
Italy Spain, and filling portfolios 
which supplied the illustrations of 
the “ Landscape Annual,” the “ Pil- 
grims of the Rhine,” by Sir Edward 

Bulwer Lytton ; the Spain (with the tints just then invented) &c. ;

Nubia.” The artist received £3000 for the copyright, and the popu-

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THE WITCH DOCTORS OF 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


THe Kaffir tribes of British 
Kaffraria, as well as those in 
other parts of South Africa, have 
a large body of native doctors 
residing amongst them, who exer- 
cise great influence over the people, 
and in whom all the Kaffirs are in 
the habit of placing implicit con- 
fidence for their treatment of the 
sick. The Kaffirs, indeed, are a 
doctor-loving people ; their doctors 
and prophets form part of the ma- 
chinery of their government, which 
is upheld by their feeling of devout 
and superstitious obedience. The 
Kaffir doctor is therefore usually 
patronised and supported by the 
chief of the tribe. The corporation 
or college of native practitioners 
of South Africa consists of men 
and women, some of whom confine 
themselves to the mere practice of 
medicine ; while others, not con- 
tent with the administration of 
native remedies, profess to be able 
to “smell out” the persons who 
have, as they say, bewitched the 
sick peoy Every doctor is sup- 
posed to have been called to his 
profession by a supernatural au- 
thority. It may be that during 
an illness he has acquired, or fan- 
cies he has acquired, a knowledge 
of the medicinal properties of some 
plat t, the secret of which, he tells 
his friends, has been communicated 
to him by the spirits. Some of the

A JAPANESE BARBER,

the manners and customs of the Japanese people, with which our 
Artist and Correspondent at Yokohama has abundantly supplied us. 
The sketch we have here engraved represents a Japanese barber in the 
act of dressing the head of one of his patients. He is gathering up 
the topknot, which is to be tied with an ornamental band, the rest of 
the crown being scrupulously shaved. The whole operation is tedious 
enough, but the elderly gentleman whom we see under the barber's 
hands in this instance has evidently made up his mind to a long 
sitting, with his legs tucked beneath the low table on which are placed 
a pair of basins containing the soap-lather and other lavements.

The Cuba, of which we give an Engraving, has just been completed 
for the Liverpool and New York line of the Cunard Company, by 
Messrs. Todd and MacGregor, of Glasgow, at a cost of £110,000. She 
was launched in July last, and is a majestic-looking ship, of fine propor- 
tions, yet possesing great carrying capacity, and constructed through- 
out in’a most substantial and elegant manner, The dimensions of her 
hull are as follow :—Length of keel and fore-rake, 327 ft. ; breadth of 
beam, moulded, 42 ft. ; depth, moulded, to spar-deck, 20%. Tonnage, 
2832 tons, B.M. The propelling force is that of the oscillating geared 
engines, by her builders, of 650- -horse pow er, nominal, fitted with surface- 
condensers and all recent improvements, The steam is supplied by four 
boilers heated by twenty-four furnaces. The waste steam is blown 
off under water, thus doing away with the disagreeable 
noise resulting from the old system. She has nine water- 
tight compartments, four of which come to the upper 
deck; Cunningham’s patent reefing topsuils; and Sir 
Snow Harris's lightning-conductors, as applied to iron 
ships. The fore and main lower masts are of Vancouver 
Island timber, each in one piece about 32 in. in diameter. 
A deckhouse, 20ft. wide, extends from stem to stern, in 
which 300 passengers can dine at a time. The Cuba 
has also mail-sorters’, butchers’, bakers’, confectioners 
and Se rooms, similar to those on board the 
Scotia and Persia, She has accommodation for 300 first- 
class passengers, and, if employed as a troop-ship, could 
ag 1500 men.

GENERAL TODLEBEN, THE 
RUSSIAN MILITARY ENGINEER. 


Our Portrait, from a photograph 
by M. Steinberg, of St. Petersburg, 
is a fair likeness of that distin- 
guished professor of the arts of 
military engineering and fortifica- 
tion whe has lately visited this 
country as the guest of Captain 
Blakeley and has been received 
with much honour by the members 
of his own profession amongst us. 
Francis Edward Todleben, born at 
Mitau, in Courland, on the &th of 
May, 1818, though a subject and 
servant of the Russian empire, is 
of German race. His father was 
a respectable merchant of the 
place just named. He was edu- 
cated in the Imperial School of 
Engineers at St. Petersburg, and 
rose steadily in the ranks of his 
wrofession till 1848, when Captain 
Todleben was sent to take part in 
the siege of the Circassian fortresses 
in the Caucasus, After spending 
two or three years in this arduous 
service, he returned to the capital, 
and devoted himself to the theory 
and science of fortification, while 
directing the experimental opera- 
tions of the sappers of the Guard 
at Peterhof. In 1854 he was pro- 
moted to be Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and was sent to the army of the 
Danube at the outbreak of the war 
with Turkey, but was soon trans- 
ferred to the army of the Crimea, 
The circumstances under which he 
wasintrusted with the construction 
of those extraordinary works for 
the defence of Sebastopol, which 
form one of the greatest achieve- 
ments of military mechanics in 
recent times, must be fresh in the 
recollection of most of our readers. 
Since the peace of 1856 General 
Todleben has had no active em- 
ployment, but has been much 
engaged in scientific and literary 
studies. His recently-published 
“Narrative of the War i the 
Crimea” has given rise to some 
controversies, of which probably 
we have not yet heard the last
